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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 22, 2005 has been entered. 

Applicant replaces new drawings, specification, cancels claims 7, 17, 28, 38, 45-46, and 
amends claims 1, 11, 19, 22, 32, 43. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-16, 18-27, 29-37, 39-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6, 8-16, 18- 
27, 29-37 and 39-44 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior art which teaches a method and apparatus of displaying original image data 
that was generated relative to a first color space by an output device that converts image data of a 
second color space to a visually-perceptible analog comprising the steps of or means for 
automatically converting the original image data into said second color space according to tag 
data, received along with image data from a provider over a communication channel, to produce 
converted image data, and converting the converted image data into a visually-perceptible analog 
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thereof; wherein the conversion of the original image data from the first color space into the 
second color space is performed solely by the output device which is a monitor, a projector or a 
printer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
